| Gold—The currency of the Philippine ts- 
lands was originally gold, Spanish ‘‘onzas’ 
of Charles III and Ferdinand VII pre- 
dominating. Small gold with ‘Fil- 
| ipinas’’ inscribed on them, of $1, $2 and $, 
were locally minted at Manila and were 
not current in Spain. The Manila mint was 
open to the public until 1868 for the coin- 
ing of the above three pleces at a small 
| charge. Coined gold (principally American 
' double eagles) was recoined. Very few 
ingots, if any, were used for this purpose, 
the operation leaving a clear profit of 
IS to 20 per cent. This practice ceased 
when exchange declined heavily and left

Silver—Mextican and old Spanish dollars 
with fractions of the latter, constituted 
the silver currency. These Spanish coins, 
which comprised the now rare ‘‘Des Mun- 
dos’ set and specimens of Ysabel IT, to-

frequently at a premium over the gold dol- 
lar. similar conditions also existing in the 
island of Cuba. When, however, silver be- 
| ean to depreciate the gold coin was rap-

cons. About this time a law was passed

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A Commendable Course. 

There is every reason to commend 
the action of Mayor Myers, of Savan- 
nah, in submitting an ultimatum to 
his city detectives, to the effect that 
they must either apprehend the gam- 
blers and fakirs which infest that citv 
or resign ther i hh, ae 
fact, about the only way to get rid of 
this species of pest, which prevs on 
susceptible communities and whose 
work is none the less damaging from 
the fact that it is often concealed. 

Without reference to any particular 
city, it is an undoubted fact that the 
police of the larger ones are freauently 
entirely subservient to men of this class. 
The gamblers possess capital, nerve 
and tough consciences, and it is pro- 
verbial that officers of the law are un- 
derpaid. Putting these facts into con- 
sideration it is easy to understand how 
those charged with the enforcement 
of law can be corrupted, or at least so 
influenced as to make reform move- 
ments of no avail. Collxsion, in some 
form or shape, almost fnvartably ex- 
ists. It may be in-the repulsive form 
of blackmail, or the almost equally 
black device of bribery. This may 
affect people high in social life, or it 
may swoop down on and ruin those 
who gamble for a living and who do 
not make a pretense of concealment. 

Mayor Myers has taken the oniv 
course Which has ever been effectual 
in evils of this nature. Hie has giv- 
en the detectives the choice of running 
the offenders to earth, or giving place 
to men who have no scruples in push- 
ing a campagin of this sort. let us 
hope that his effort will be suecessful. 
and that his example will be followea

The teacher's nature study charts are 
supplemented with real tlowers and 
fruits grown in his own garden and 
With insects, birds, bees and low forms 
of life that make their homes in his 
own hedgerow or feed upon his choic- 
est plants. Pupils working among 
these flowers, pruning trees, or gath- 
ering berries from vines planted ana 
tilled by themselves, may acquire an 
interest in. nature and husbandry 
which will remain with them through- 
out their after life. Certainly they 
will acquire a practical knowledge of 
the ways in which fruits, flowers, and 
garden vegetables are planted and 
cared for which. will be. of value to 
them in their future work as farmers 
or the owners of homes and eardens. 

A school of this sort, located at Alf- 
ter,.a Village of some 2,000 inhabitants, 
in the German Rhine province, between 
Bonn and Cologne, is a typical exam- 
ple. The whole region lying round 
about the village is intensively farmed 
and forms practically one vast garden. 
Vegetables alternate with orchards, 
With occasional strips of grain or for- 
age plants.

It has been \com- 
monly supposed that Englishmen, 
even when they reside in foreign coun- 
tries, are ready to stand up stoutly for 
their rights; but at what point on the 
face of the elobe are the Uitlandérs 
standing up for theirs? 

Why, at the very first symptom of 
war they disappeared.

There 
were not trains enough to haul them 
awav from their homes. Where are 
they now? The great majority have 
disappeared, but many of them are 
assembled in the hotels at Cape Town 
bewailing a situation that they have 
brought upon themselves. There were 
thousands of VUitlanders; In the 
Transvaal they largely outnumbered 
the Boers themselves, and the British 
government undoubtedly depended 
largely on their aid and support when 
it created a situation that would lead 
to War.

The Farming Outlook. 
Editor Constitution: I have been wanting 
for some days to commend The Constitution 


for the fight it is making for the farmers and 


the cotton growing states, but I have been 80 
that I have delayed until now. The 
argument and advice relative to the market- 
remaining 40 per cent of the 
cotton that is still in the hands of the farm- 
ers is both logical and sound and if followed 


would add from $5 to $10 more per bale to 
The wisdom 


of the course suggested is so patent in the light 
of the experience through which we have just 
passed that it almost seems a loss of time 
to emphasize it or to Insist upon its adoption. 
But even at the semblance of doing a useless 
thing, I insist that the balance of the crop 
be not hastily nor unwisely forced upon the 
market, and on the contrary only sold on an 
firm demand. The facilities at our 
command for holding cotton and getting 
vances upon it together with the sympathy of 
the bankers and moneyed men in the fight for 
better prices makes the proposition both feasi- 
ble and practical, easy to carry out. 

My purpose in writing this letter was two- 
fold—namely to thank The Constitution for the 
fight it was making on this line and 
to urge you to press on, to keep up the 
fight. And to make another suggestion, it 
seems to me that the time was never 50 OD- 
portune as now to make a departure from our 
old method of all cotton and not anything 
else. The farmers, the merchants, the bank- 
ers, the press, all recognize the great neces- 
sity for a change and will be in sympathy 
and co-operate with any sound, common sense 
effort in that direction.
